Commencement Speaker 


Dr. 


Herbert L. Willett, professor-emer- 
itus of Old Testament languages and 
literature at the University of Chicago, 
will be the principal speaker at the 
97th annual commencement exercises 
of Bethany College on June 6 according 
to the announcement of Dr. W. H. 
Cramblet, president of the college, to- 
day. Dr. Willett is a graduate of 
Bethany in the class of 1886 and fol- 
lowing his graduation he received his 
master’s degree at the college. 

As a student of languages, Dr. Wil- 
lett has achieved distinction in the edu- 
cational and religious world since his 
graduation from Bethany. He studied 
for some time at the University of Ber- 
lin in Germany and has his Doctor of 
Philosophy degree from Yale Univer- 
sity. At the University of Chicago his 
work has been that of his principal 
interest, oriental and semitic languages, 
but he has also been assistant dean of 
the Disciples Divinity House. 

In his writing Dr. Willett has brought 
to the student of the Bible and religion 
an opportunity to share with him his 
valuable experience in this field.

Rev. Cyrus M. Yocum will give an 
appraisal of the life and work of 
Thomas Campbell. Mr. Yocum is presi- 
dent of the Foreign Christian Mission- 
ary Society, chairman of the Division 
of Foreign Missions of the United So- 
ciety, and executive secretary for India 
and Africa. He was recently elected 
as one of the 45 American delegates 
to the World Missionary Conference to 
be held in Madras, India, in December 
1938. 

Dr. L. N. D. Wells, pastor of the 
First Christian Church at Dallas, Texas, 
will speak on implications of the teach- 
ings of Thomas Campbell for the 
church today. Dr. Wells is past presi- 
dent of the International Convention of 
Disciples of Christ.

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Dean Weimer Publishes 
Biology Text 


The biology text which has been in 
process of publication by Dean Weimer, 
and Dr. P. D. Strausbaugh of West 
Virginia University has now appeared 
in book form as a publication by John 
Wiley & Sons of New York City. 

Bethany College students who have 
used the general book in mimeograph- 
ed form are somewhat familiar with the 
contents and plan of the finished text. 
However, they have not had an oppor- 
tunity to see the illustrations. 

The title of the book is “General 
Biology,’ A Textbook for College Stu- 
dents. It is written primarily for un- 
dergraduates, and is intended to be a 
text for a year’s course in general biol- 
ogy or for survey courses in the biol- 
ogical sciences. The authors have made 
an attempt to develop a text based on 
the living organism, with a close knit- 
ting of the structure and function of 
the various parts. Their treatment em- 
phasizes the plants and animals as 
working machines, and is designed to 
help the student form a mental picture 
of the organism as a whole. Much 
human interest material is included in 
the text, and the authors employ a nar- 
rative style in their presentation. 

The book contains 555 pages which 
include 284 illustrations, 13 of which 
are in colors. Most of the illustrations 
were done by William Montagna, Beth- 
any °35, who was assisted by Ruth 
Garner, Bethany °38. These illustra- 
tions have elicited most favorable com- 
ment of both publishers and reviewers.

Miss Teagarden in China 


In a recent letter, Lyrel Teagarden 
recounts the tragic story of ‘deaths 
she did not die’ in her trek to doubt- 
ful safety from Hofei, China. 

Miss Teagarden was in Bethany last 
summer. The Zeta Tau Alpha frater- 
nity of which she is a member enter- 
tained for her shortly before she went 
to Seattle where she sailed on her re- 
turn trip to China. She had been on 
the boat only a few hours when news 
came of the serious trouble in Shanghai. 


On her arrival in Japan Miss Tea- 
garden heard that conditions in Hofei, 
the mission station where she works, 
were quite normal and so she decided 
that she should go back to her work 
there. She secured passage from Kobi, 
Japan, to Shanghai and proceeded from 
there to Nantung and Wuhu and finally 
to her destination at Hofei. 


She had scarcely arrived when word 
came to the station of the destruction 
of the Panay with the request that aid 
be rushed to the victims from the hos- 
pital-station. This was the beginning 
of many weeks of terror and distress 
for Miss Teagarden and the other mis- 
sionaries, It was evident that Hofei 
was to be the center of war activities 
for a time at least. The one foreign 
man at the station decided that the wo- 
men should leave for a safer zone. So 
began her terrifying trip to Hankow 
where she is now helping at the Han- 
kow headquarters of the International 


Red Cross. 


Miss Teagarden writes, “In the late 
afternoon of March 14, the twenty- 
seventh day of our wanderings, we 
arrived at the outskirts of Hankow, 
having traveled in that time a distance 
of nearly five-hundred miles. Just as 
we were congratulating ourselves on 
the completion of our journey, an air- 
raid signal sounded, the first one Han- 
kow had had for nearly a month. We 
piled out of the car and grovelled in a 
ditch while planes dropped a number 
of bombs and the anti-air guns respond- 
ed. It was the beginning of a series of 
night-raids which took place almost 
every night.” 


Letters written to Miss Teagarden 
at the Lutheran Missions Home, Han- 
kow, China, will eventually reach her.

Mr. Barlow’s Message 
To The Alumni 


Within the past decade or so many 
colleges have set up a new department 
for dealing with the relationship be- 
tween the college and the high school. 
In some instances this was done by 
assembling in one office duties which 
were previously taken care of by sev- 
eral officers. Again much of this work 
might be new to a particular college. 
Various titles are used for the director 
of this new department. He may be 
known as Assistant to the President, 
Director of Admissions, or Director of 
Public Relations. Director of High 
School Relations is the title used at 
Bethany. There is a tendency to get 
away from the use of such terms as 
Field Representative or Promotional 
Agent since they imply a kind of sales- 
man or recruiting agent and do not 
give a true picture of the responsibil- 
ities and obligations of the department. 


Although there are more young 
people attending college today than 
there were attending high school thirty 
years ago, the competition for those 
of the highest intellectual level is keen. 
Since each college wishes to attract to 
it students who are in the upper ranks 
of the graduating classes and those who 
have the greatest possibilities of leader- 
ship, it becomes imperative that the 
highest ideals and the best aspects of 
the college be presented. As one 
authority states, “Each college exists 
in a world of human beings and de- 
pends upon the good will of the world 
it lives in.” 

The success of this type of work 
depends upon the cooperation of every- 
one connected with the _ institution. 
Thus the alumni body becomes invalu- 
able. They are the finished products 
of the college. They are representa- 
tive of the type of training and culture 
that their college has to offer. Their 
enthusiasm and loyalty may very well 
interest some boy or girl in their alma 
mater. 


There are several different ways that 
the alumni of Bethany can help in this 
program of securing the finest type 
students.

‘We are asking 
that our students shall indicate a con- 
tinuous and measureable achievement 
in the fundamentals of a liberal edu- 
cation. These examinations give us a 
reliable index of that achievement.”
